The October 3, 2002 Office Action provisionally rejects Claims 1 and 5 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
Claims 1 and 2 of co-pending Application No. 09/696,309. But the June 13, 2002 Amendment 
in co-pending Application No. 09/696,309 canceled Claims 1 and 2, a Notice of Allowance 
issued on July 3, 2002 without canceled Claims 1 and 2, and the Issue Fee was paid on 
September 30, 2002.
